4, Except for the school lunch canned food reserves, distribu- 
tion of the reserves listed in paragraph 2 above to needy persons and 
welfare institutions will be completed as soon as possible but not 
later than April, 1947. é 


5S. The Imperial Japanese Government is authorized to increase 
or reduce individual amounts listed in paragraph 2 above by not more 
than twenty-five (25) per cent to allow for recent changes in inventory 
(including changes in inventory due to discovery of stocks which have

not been reported). Individual changes in excess of twenty-five (25) 
per cent will be made only by specific authorization from the Supreme 
Commancer for the Allied Powers. Newly discovered stocks will continue 
to be reported to the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers promptly. 


6, All changea in the above allocations will be incorporated 
in the monthly reports of reserve relief supplies required by Memorandum 
‘cited in paragraph 1 ¢ above, together espe reasons for change in 
each case. ie 


7. Copies in Inglish of all instructions to the prefectures 
from the Welfare Ministry issued in compliance with this Memorandum 
will be furnished promptly to the Supreme Commander for the Allied 
isle tay Such instructions will include:
